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purchase a warranty-covered gift, 
you will find a copy included in the 
package. Is this product covered by a 
full warranty or limited warranty? A 
full warranty means a defective 
product will be repaired or replaced 
free. A limited warranty is 
considerably less effective. 

Knowing a store's refund policy 
and being familiar with the terms of 
the warranties on the products you 
buy will help you avoid problems 
when buying gifts. Do your shopping 
with reputable merchants or call the 
Better Business Bureau if you have 
any doubts.
